From Slavery to Independence. 


Archie Hurd, a colored man well known 
m Connecticut, has just died there at the 
age of 80 years, leaving considerable pro- 
perty. He purchased the freedom of 
himself, wife and daughter from his mis- 
tress, a Mrs. Hurd of Georgia, for the 
sum of $1,675, money earned by his in- 
dividual exertions, besides paying 8200 
yearly rent on his own person while ac- 
cumulating the amount. Having bought 
and paid for himself and part of his fam- 
ily, he was seized as state property by 
the state of Georgia and forced to pay 
an addition of §100 to prevent his being 
again sold into slavery. He then, in 
May, 
1853, came north and located in 


New Haven. Following Lincoln's eman- 
cipation proclamation, he went south, 
and brought his remaining children an<3 
grandchildren, 16 in all, to New Havei 


an expense of over 8600. The 
family 


thus reunited, became good, industrious 
citizens, and soon had comfortable homes. 
Old Archie drove one of 
the 
first 


package and baggage wagons ever seen 
in New Haven, and made his money in 
that way. He was a great favorite with 
tho Yale students, and was as clean and 
honest as a new dollar. 


Tlio Peculiarities of Washington 


Clerks. 


The male and female clerks iu Wash- 


ington are thus contrasted: It is com- 
mon enough to see a male clerk saun- 
tering through the corridors during of- 
fice hours alone and unattended, but a 
female clerk never.

found in pairs. This phenomenon is an 
interesting one, and should bo investi- 
gated, and no doubt rich results would 
be obtained, and much light thrown on 
the vexed problem of female nature.

THE problem, How to make the ends 


meet, is one that a great many of our 
readers are continually trying to solve. 
Our farmers' wives rise early and sit up 
late_ filling every waking hour with the 
varied activities required by their cir- 
cumstances, in order that they may help 
pay for the farm, or meet necessary 
family expenses, or lay up a little for a 
rainy day. 
Our mechanics1 wives are 


busy from morning till night 
with 


household tasks, andmany of them with 
extra work by which they add to the 
weekly'earnings. 
A large number oi 


the wives of professional men are full oi 
care and labor, trying to make a little 
go a great ways,; and on irregular and 
scanty collections to " keep up appear- 
ances" and secure comfort. Their lives 
are 'filled with uncertainties and they 
can depend on no regular income how- 
ever, small. Even the well-to-do, if they 
are to remain in that enviable condition, 
must do a great deal of housekeeping, 
and balance their accounts with exact- 
ness and regularity, or they will run be- 
hind. 
These various classes of women 


continually dream, of- the time when they 
will be less burdened with care and la- 
bor, and life will be easy to them. Somo 
of them may realize their dream, bul 
the great majority will always have to 
economize, will always have to work, 
will always have to carry a load of care. 
And the question continually recurs as 
to the points where economy shall be 
most rigidly exercised, where labor will 
be most profitable, where care may be 
most effectively lightened.

who must every day be confronted }y 
the question, How to make the ends 
meet, should indulge very sparingly ii 
superfluities. Plain furniture and up 
holstery are cheap and easily taken 
care of, while brocades and moquottes 
are costly and require great care to 
keep them nice. If those who can af 
ford only plain food, who can indulge 
only in plain dress and plain furniture 
would spend according to their means 
they would have little trouble in makinc 
the eads meet. We are apt to fancy tha' 
a little display will deceive our neigh 
bors and make them think us better off 
than we are, but we tteccive ourselvci 
wofnlly if we trust to such fancies 
Every body knows just about how wel 
off every body else in the neighborhooc 
is, no matter what the superficial ap 
pearance may be. And those who tiro 
brave enough and honest enough to live 
according to their means and according 
to their ideas of right living, comrnam 
universal respect. 


As to hard work. 
Hero it is the su 
perfluities that cost. It is an easy task 
comparatively, to prepare a simple meal 
where the dishes arc few and plain.

is easy to "clear away" after such a 
meal. But where one must have pio 
and cake and crullers and jellies anc 
creams in addition to meats and vegeta- 
bles, the labor before and after meals 
becomes formidable. 
Simplicity in liv 


ing is the solution which will help man., 
over-worked women. The hard-work 
ing man who can not make a satisfactory 
meal on meats, vegetables, bread anc 
fruit, each perfectly prepared, ought to 
go hungry. 
The fact is, a great manj 


housekeepers take little pains with thesi 
standard dishes, and trust to the excel 
lence of their pies and desserts to make 
up their deficiencies in cooking the plair 
dishes. Then as to clothing. Since th< 
era of the sewing-machine so mucl 
tucking and ruffling and puffing anc 
knife-plaiting and stitching and braiding 
has become possible and fashionabl?

Some 
of them may realize their dream, but 
the great majority will always have to 
enonomize, will always have to work, 
will always have to carry’ a load of care. 
And the question continually recurs as 
to the points where economy shall be 
most rigidly exercised, where lal>or will 
be most profitable, where care may be 
m ost effectively lightened. 
As to econom y, those women, w ho in 
preference to em ploying a servant do 
their housework themselves with tin* as­ 
sistance their children can gh*** save in 
waste 
and 
wage? 
and board more 
than 
double 
what 
they 
would 
pay 
a 
servant, 
besides, 
as 
a 
rule, having their work done better, and 
having their girls and boys brought up 
to know* how’ to perform domestic du­ 
ties, and habituated to performing them . 
It is tho superfluities of life that are 
costly. 
It has been shown again and 
again that upon a very small outlay per 
week or per year for edibles a comforta­ 
ble 
subsistence may be maintained. 
H our, sugar, vegetables arc not expen­ 
sive: it is the extras that cost so much. 
The Scotch, the Italians, the Chineso 
arc examples of vigorous life on an in 
expensive diet. 
As to clothing, stand 
ard goods, as dom estics, calicoes, cloths, 
may be obtained at reasonable prices, 
but when we buy silks and fancy good* 
we must pay roundly for them. 
Those 
who must every day lie confronted by 
the question, How to make the ends 
meet, should indulge very sparingly in 
superfluities. 
Plain furniture and up­ 
holstery are cheap and easily taken 
care of, while brocades and moqucttcs 
arc costly and rec pi ire great care to 
keep them nice. 
If those who can af­ 
ford only plain food, who can indulge 
only in ’piain dress and plain furniture, 
would sjiend according to their means, 
they would have little trouble iii making 
the e>ids meet. W e are apt to fancy that 
a little display will deceive our neigh­ 
bors and make them think us better off 
than we are, but we deceive ourselves 
wofully if we trust to such fancies. 
E ven body knows just about how well 
off every body else in the neighborhood 
is, no matter what the superficial ap­ 
pearance may be. 
And those who arc 
brave enough and honest enough to live 
according to their means and according 
to their ideas of right living, command 
universal respect. 
As to hard work. 
Here it is the su- 
jierfluities that cost. 
It is an easy task, 
comparatively, to prepare a simple meal, 
where the dishes are few’ and plain. 
It 
is easy to “ clear aw ay” after such a 
m eal. 
Hut where one must have pie 
and cake and crullers and jellies and 
creams in addition to meats and vegeta­ 
bles, the labor before and after meals 
becomes formidable. 
Simplicity in liv­ 
ing is the solution which will help many 
over-worked women. 
The hara-work- 
ing man who can not make a satisfactory 
meal on meats, vegetables, bread and 
fruit, each perfectly prepared, ought to 
f 
o hungry. 
The fact is, a great many 
ousekeepers take little pains with these 
standard dishes, and trust to the excel­ 
lence of their pies and desserts to make 
up their deficiencies in cooking the plain 
dishes. 
Then as to clothing. 
Since the 
era of the sewing-machine 
so mud; 
tucking and m illing and pulling anc 
knife-plaiting and stitching and braiding 
has become possible and fashionable 
that to many a woman the sewing-ma 
chine has been made a curse rather than 
a blessing. 
To those who can afford 
them these superfluities are all well 
enough, but to those who can not and 
yet indulge in them they are millstones 
about their necks. 
Pi ain clothes are 
easily made, are easily washed and 
ironed, and require little care to keep 
them in order. 
“ Living in style ” is a very costly 
way of living. 
It costs in money, in 
labor, in care. 
People who have a hard 
time to make the ends m eet and yet in­ 
sist on living iii style hav e a very faliori- 
ous life. 
There is no slavery more 
wearing, no bondage more degrading, 
than 
that 
endured 
by those who 
arc under the dominion of 
fashion, 
of the desire to keep nj) appearances 
and the fear of what people will say or 
think of them. 
Such people live as in a 
balloon, which may at any moment col­ 
lapse or be carried no one knows whero 
by sudden currents, unexpected and ir­ 
resistible. 
the m an, the woman, who 
lives within one’s income, w ho lives as 
he or she can afford to live in respect to 
Style, to fashion, to expenditure, is the 
happy man, the happy woman. 
They 
dare to make the cuds meet by daring 
to dispense with whatever will keep tho 
ends apart; and thus they esea|»e debt, 
care, anxiety. 
They may not escape 
labor, and it is not desirable to escape 
labor, for that is “ our port ion under 
the sun,” and when not exaggerated by 
artificial demands is wholesome anil 
profitable to us. 
There are no unhap­ 
pier, no more restless and unsat cli ab lo 
people breathing than those who are 
“ depraved with ease.” 
There is no 
happier class than the class that by 
daily labor earns daily bread, whether 
compelled to earn it or not.-— N. Y.

THE GRAIN EXPORTS. 


uf theliraln Kxports of tlie 


United NlutpN lor 1SSO. 


Tim gi-nin export of the United Stains 
lor the Usual year end ing Juno 30, 1880, 
was, according to a report just made by 
the Bureau of Statistics, 281,000,000 
bushels valued at 8277,000,000. Wheat 
made up 178,079,000 bushels of this ex- 
port, 29,000,000 being exported as flour 
and the rest as grain. This is not only 
the largest export of wheat over made 
from tins country, 32,000,000 bushels 
larger than the year before, but it is 
three ami a half times the export of 
llussia, the greatest wheat growino- 
country in the world, next after the 
United States. 
The avcran-o price al 


which this wheat was exported was 
51.2-1 per bushel against S1.08 per 
bushel the year before. The corn ex- 
ported, 99,191,000 bushels in the last 
fascal year against 85,575,905 bushels 
for the year ending in 1879, was export- 
ed at an average of 54 cents a bushel in- 
stead of 47 cents in the previous year 
Nearly one-half of the $77,000,000 which 
the country received for its export of 
breadstnffs in the fiscal year 1880 over 
and above its receipts from breadstuff* 
«n the year before was due to this in- 
crease in price. The export in bushels 
was larger by a fifth ; the sum received 
for it was a full third larger than tho 
year before. 


The wheat of the United States sent 


abroad m the last fiscal year was the sur- 
plus of a total crop of 449,000,000 bush- 
els. 
The export of 40 per cent, of the 


nome crop was due to a deficiency in 
every country in Europe and a dimin- 
ished export from Russia. The home 
crop and the foreign demand this year 
are still in doubt. The yield on the Pa- 
cific Coast is known to be larger than 
usual, the great belt of winter wheat 
which stretches across the Mississippi 
Valley from Ohio to Nebraska is a full 
average crop, and the only point of un- 
certainty lies in the spring wheat of Wis- 
consin and Minnesota. 
These two 
States yielded last year 52,000,000 bush- 
els, barely one-ninth of the entire wheat 
crop. Any reasonable loss in them is 
likely to be more than balanced by the 
normal growth in the crop of the country, 
which has doubled the wheat product ol 
the United States in the last 10 years. 
There is no reason to suppose that this 
year's crop is smaller than last year's, 
there is a strong probability that it will 
show the usual growth, which will mean 
a crop of 480,000,000 bushels for 1880. 
At least 200,000,000 bushels of this will 
be for sale. It is sure to have a market, 
because it can be sold cheaper than the 
wheat of any other country can be of- 
fered. 
English wheat itself can not 


compete with American in Mark Lane, 
London. . The price at which the sur- 
plus from this country will be sold is an 
open question. 
Last year's prices are 


not to be hoped for. 
Nor, probably, is 


the price of the year before. Two factors 
still unknown will determine the selling 
value— the export from Kussia and th« 
nome supply in trance ana .ungiana. 


The English wheat harvest and the 


Russian surplus taken together deter- 
mine the demand and the price of 
American wheat in Europe. There are 
other factors in the problem, but these 
are the most important. 
The harvest 


in England will be decided during the 
coming fortnight. 
In spite of the re- 


cent bad weather, the general impres- 
sion appears to be that the crop will be 
a good one. 
In Russia the harvest is 


poor. 
The average yield of grain is 


220.000.000 to 240,000,000 bushels, of 
which 40,000,000 to 50,000,000 find 
their way to England and half as much 
more to other countries in prosperous 
years. 
In 1877, however, the total 


wheat export, including flour, was but 
50,383,833 bushels, and the average 
from 1874 to 1877 was 49,000,000. Tie 
total grain export from Russia is from

reaching in 1877, for instance, 188,025,- 
000 bushels. 
Returns which have just 


been published by the Golos, a Russian 
paper, from 48 provinces— there arc in

The grain escort of the I aked States 
for the lineal year ending June 30, 1880, 
was, according to a report just made by 
tho Bureau of Statistics, 1*81,000,000 
bushels valued at $277,000,000. 
Wheat 
made up 178,079,000 bushels of this ex* 
port, 29,000,000 being exported as Hour 
and the rest as grain. This is not only 
the largest export of wheat ever made 
from tins country, 32,OOO,OW bushels 
larger than the year before, but it is 
three and a half times the export of 
Russia, the greatest wheat growing 
country in the world, next after the 
United States. 
The average price al 
which this wheat was exerted was 
$1.24 per bushel against $1.08 per 
bushel the year before. The corn ex 
ported, 99,1*91,000 bushels in tile last 
fiscal year against 85,575,905 bushels 
for the year ending in 1879, w:is export­ 
ed at an average of 54 cents a bushel in 
stead of 47 cents in the previous year 
Nearly one-half of the $77,OOO,OOO which 
the country received for its export of 
breadstuffs in the fiscal year 1880 over 
and above its receipts from breadstuffs 
in the year before was due to this in­ 
crease in price. 
'The export in bushels 
was larger by a fifth; the sum received 
for it was a fall third larger than the 
year before. 
The wheat of the United States sent 
abroad in the last fiscal year was the sur­ 
plus of a total crop of 449,000,000 bush 
els. 
The export of 40 per cent, of the 
home crop wras due to a deficiency in 
every country in Europe and a dimin­ 
ished export from Russia. 
The home 
crop and the foreign demand this year 
are still in doubt. 
The yield on the Pa­ 
cific Coast is known to be larger than 
usual, the great belt of winter wheat 
which stretches across the Mississippi 
Valley from Ohio to Nebraska is a full 
average crop, and the only point of un­ 
certainty lies in the spring wheat of Wis­ 
consin and Minnesota. 
These two 
States yielded last year 52,OOO,(HA) bush

B a r i es come from tire bosom of God, 
and bring with them the attribute of om­ 
nipotence. 
Absurd and incongruous as 
may appear the application of the word 
omnipotent to the baby—as frail and 
delicate as the daisy or the violet—it is 
true, nevertheless, * that wherever there 
is civilization there the helpless infant is 
the most powerful member of the social 
circle. 
Ever since the wrise men of the 
East sought out and bowed in humble 
submission to the Christ-child, mankind 
I have acknowledged the autocracy of the 
‘ baby in swaddling-clothes. 
The first

fant summons the entire household to 
tho rescue. Every member of the family 
gives in his or her allegiance and be­ 
comes the bond-slave of tho new master 
; or mistress. 
The baby is regarded with 
as much wonder and admiration as if it 
I were the first revelation of infanthood. 
! All its wishes are commands; all its 
whims have the force of Royal orders in 
council. 
If there is a rustle of clothing 
in the cradle there is a rush and a patter 
of big and little feet to its vicinity in hot 
haste to anticipate the possible wants of 
its little occupant. 
If the baby sleeps 
there is silence in the house; if the 
baby wakes there is a great hubbub. The 
baby stares, and coos, and crows, and 
laughs when it has learned how' to laugh, 
and the whole family stares, and coos, 
and crows, and laughs in discordant 
concert. 
And -each member of the 
pleased circle disputes with all the oth­ 
ers the privilege of holding, and kissing, 
and tickling the infant phenomenon; for 
every baby is a phenomenon. Every 
bab}’, in its own household, is the pret­ 
tiest, cunningest, brightest, and in all 
respects the most remarkable infant that 
was ever born into the world. 
Hence 
the autocracy of the baby is logical; it 
lulus bv divine right of being the pretti­ 
est, cunningest, brightest, and in all re­ 
spect' the most remark tide baby in the 
land of the Jiving. 
Nor is it strange 
that the pow’er of the baby is supreme 
in its circle, when it is considered what 
grand achievements are possible to its 
future. 
The baby is a boy. 
His face is a tri* 
fie too red, and gets redder and red­ 
der, perhaps, as he flings hi9 arms 
wildly about in the vain endeavor to 
seize his toes with the view of inserting 
them between his toothless gums.

Doubtless when he gets 
away from his mother’s apron-strings, 
and tumbles on a stone sidewalk, or 
gets knocked over by his big brother, 
he will see a new constellation of stars. 
The baby-boy has a habit of running his 
chubby fingers through the thin locks 
of hair which adorn but do not cover 
his half-bald pate, and looks the w’hile 
wisely out of his big brown or little bine 
eyes, and his adoring subjects detect the 
genius of a philosophic mind, and dis­ 
cern in the drooling infant a new Plato, 
or a Bacon, or a Descartes. There are 
more warriors in the cradle than on 
horseback, and more mathematicians, 
philosophers, statesmen, 
poets, 
and 
painters in long 
clothes 
than 
are 
dreamed of in the waking or sleeping 
hours of old maids and old bachelors. 
Girl-babies are sweeter than boy-ba- 
Mes. 
Their faces are not so red; their 
fingers and toes are of a more delicate 
ink hue; their feet are smaller; their 


! kisses is the saddest and cruelest exper 
I iencc of infantile life. 
Babies ought to 
be protected from promiscuous and in- 
. discriminate kissing by statute; and 
pretty girls, too, for that matter. 
But 
| would pretty girls inform against their 
persecutors and avail themselves of the 
privilege of the law J But there are ter­ 
rible presages in the realm of babyhood. 
There are babies tumbling and tossing 
restlessly in their cradles in whose eyes 
portents of evil 
are foreshadowed; 
babies whose innocent, expressionless 
features, 
rosy 
aud 
dimpled, 
are 
destined 
to 
be 
distorted 
with 
unbridled passion; 
whose fists will 
be doubled with brutal intent; w’hose 
now nerveless hands will become iron and 
grasp the knife or the pistol with mur­ 
derous purpose; whose hearts will be 
convulsed with ungovernable rage; and 
whose souls, O horror of horrors! will 
be stained with the blood of their fellow- 
crcatures! And there are babies dot lined 
to pinching poverty which degrades the 
body and dwarfs the soul; babies des­ 
tined to be reared in the noxious atmos­ 
phere of vice and crime—all the healthy 
currents of their lives poisoned by a 
deadly moral malaria. 
What has been 
will again be. Not only are the philoso­ 
phers, statesmen, poets, orators, and 
humanitarians of the future now sleep­ 
ing unconsciously in the cradle, or 
crowing with infantile delight in the 
arms of fond mothers, but the great and 
little criminals, the murderers, and the 
thieves, the traitors and the robbers, the 
wretched little street waifs who will sub­ 
sist by petty larceny and the colossal 
plunderers who will live off the fruits of 
giant conspiracies and fraud—all these 
vices of the future are concealed be­ 
neath the mask of baby faces. 
The cradle is a veritable Pandora’s 
box, whence emanate not only all the 
ills and mischief whichlafilict mankind, 
but all the joys and Blessings which 
make life endurable. 
The chiefest joy 
is the spectacle of the motlier bending 
over the sleeping or waking infant. Her 
face is irradiated w ith the glow’ of hope, 
that inestimable benefaction to mankind 
found at the bottom of Jove's casket of 
secret wonders presented to Pandora. 
Bu- yod by this supreme stay of the soul 
—hope—the mother sees in the baby’s 
face only visions of surpassing peace, 
unstained virtue, happy content, or 
world-wide renown.— Chicago Tribune.

Tho thirty-first annual report of the 
trustees of the Institution for the Edu­ 
cation of tho Blind for the year ending 
Sept. 30, 1HS1, is now being sent forth, in 
pamphlet form. It presents a very cred­ 
itable showing for the management of 
that institution. As all know there I lls 
been a real motherly care taken of the 
pupils, excellent results reached by the 
educational work, and while there has 
lk*en no stinting of money for accom­ 
plishing the real mission of the institu­ 
tion, aud all its interests and its members 
have been well cared for, yet there has 
been 
a 
showing 
of 
economical 
management 
which 
is 
surely 
a fit example for other institutions to fol­ 
low. There will Im* on the first of March 
a .surplus of about 81,HOO, so that while 
the current expenses for another year are 
estim ate at $17,KOO, tin* same amount as 
expended this year, there will be an ap­ 
propriation needed of only $U»00. 
Out 
of a special appropriation this year of 
$1,200, there was expended $343.32 for 
completing a sidewalk to the city, and 
8S56.C8 for an ice house and refrigerator 
A special appropriation of $100 was made 
for the purchase of a tract of laud ad­ 
joining the present grounds, but the title 
not seeming satisfactory, the purchase 
was not made. 
Among the items of interest gathered 
from the report are the following: 350 
tons of coal 
used; 14,877 pounds of 
bread: 557 pounds of crackers; 3,605 
pounds of butter; 
17,150 pounds of 
fresh beef, and other articles of food in 
proportion. 
In the estimates for next year it is 
recommended that a building be erected 
adjoining the engine house, for the stor­ 
age of coal, etc., to cost about $800, and 
that the inside wood work of tile Institu­ 
tion be repainted, the estimated cost be­ 
ing $40X 
Each pupil is expected to spend at 
least one hour a day iu some industrial 
occupation. Some of the younger ones 
are busied with bead work and some of 
the older girls with a variety of plain 
and 
fancy 
work,

making their 
own clothing. The teaching of broom­ 
making has been dropped, owing to the 
fact that hand labor cannot now compete 
with the factories in this line. The 
weaving of rag carpets is now given tho 
leading place in the shop, aud four 
looms are now kept busy filling or­ 
ders.

This is not only 
he largest export of wheat ever made 
rom this country, 32,000,000 bushels 
arger than the year before, but it is 
.hree and a half times the export of 
.iussia, the greatest wheat growing 
sountry in the world, next after the 
Jnited States. 
The average 


vhich this wheat was 
&1.24 per bushel against" 81.08 per 
bushel the year before. The corn ex- 
ported, 99,191,000 bushels in the last 
iseal year against 85,575,905 bushels 
or the year ending in 1879, was export- 
ed at an average of 54 cents a bushel in- 
itead of 47 cents in the previous year. 
Nearly one-half of the $77,000,000 which 
•he country received for its export of 
n-eadstuffs in the fiscal year 1880 over 
ind above its receipts from breadstuff* 
n the year before was due to this in- 
crease in price. The export in bushels 
was larger by a fifth; the sum received 
or it was a full third larger than the 
•ear before. 


The wheat of the United States sent 


abroad, in the last fiscal year was the sur- 
-ilus of a total crop of 449,000,000 bush- 
Is. 
The export of 40 per cent, of the 


»ome crop was due to a deficiency in 
very country in Europe and a dimin- 
shed export from Russia. The home 
rop and the foreign demand this year 
fire still in doubt. The yield on the Pa- 
Bific Coast is known to be larger than 
usual, the great belt of winter wheat 
vhich stretches across the Mississippi 
Valley from Ohio to Nebraska is a full 
average crop, and tho only point of un- 
certainty lies in the spring wheat of Wis- 
consin and Minnesota. 
These two 
States yielded last year 52,000,000 bush- 
els, barely one-ninth of the entire wheat 
;rop. Any reasonable loss in them is 
ikely to be more than balanced by the 
normal growth in the crop of the country, 
which has doubled the wheat product o» 
,he United States in the last 10 years. 
Chere is no reason to suppose that this 
•ear's crop is smaller than last year's, 
here is a strong probability that it will 
show the usual growth, which will mean 


crop of 480,000,000 bushels for 1880. 


At least 200,000,000 bushels of this will 
>e for sale. It is sure to have a market, 
>ecause it can be sold cheaper than the 
vheat of any other country can be of- 
ered. 
English wheat itself can not 


lompete with American in Mark Lane, 
Condon. 
The price at which the sur- 


>lus from this country will be sold is an 
open question. 
Last year's prices are 


not to be hoped for. 
Nor, probably, is 


the price of the year before. Two factors 
still unknown will determine the selling 
value—the export from Russia and th« 
nome supply in trance ana Jingiana. 


The English wheat harvest and the 


Russian surplus taken together deter- 
mine the demand and the price of 
American wheat in Europe. There are 
other factors in the problem, but these 
are the most important. 
The harvest 


in England will be decided during the 
coming fortnight. 
In spite of the re- 


cent bad weather, the general impres- 
sion appears to be that the crop will be 


good one. 
In Russia the harvest is 


poor. 
The average yield of grain is 


220.000.000 to 240,000,000 bushels, ol 
which 40,000,000 to 50,000,000 find 
:heir way to England and half as much 
more to other countries in prosperous 
years. 
In 1877, however, the total 


wheat export, including flour, was but 
50,383,833 bushels, and the average 
from 1874 to 1877 was 49,000,000.
